Straw For Hat*. 
The greater part of the straw em­ 
ployed for m aking sum m er hats comes 
from Italy. 
To obtain suitable straw 
for this purpose the w heat Is sown as 
thickly as possible in order th a t the 
growth of the plant may be impover­ 
ished as well as to produce a thin 
stalk. 
The Italian w heat blooms a t the be­ 
ginning of June and is pulled up by 
the roots when the grain Is half de­ 
veloped. 
Should it be allow ed tao re­ 
main in tile ground a longer tim e the 
straw would become too b rittle for its 
purpose. 
Uprooted straw s to the num ber of 
about five dozen, the size of the com­ 
pass of the tw o hands, are firmly tied 
together in little sheaves and stowed 
away in barns. 
A fter th a t the straw 
is again spread out to catch the heavy 
sum m er dew s and to bleach in the sun. 
When the product has been sufficiently 
bleached it is put into sm all bundles 
and classified. 
The last step is to cut it close above 
the first jo in t from the top, w hen it Is 
again tied up In small bundles contain­ 
ing sixty stalks each and is then ready 
for the m a rk e t—Chicago H erald.

“The Inhabitants about the forts 
were Informed that In tim e of war the 
necessity might arise for the authori­ 
ties to destroy their houses, but in this 
case they had not been warned during 
the afternoon, and most of them had 
gone to rest when the knock on their 
doors came to tell them of their fate 
I eonld not describe all of the scenes I 
witnessed that night. 
All I remember is women in tears 
and children praying. 
Some of them 
Implored the soldiers to let them at 
least take their furniture away and 
threw themselves at the officers’ feet. 
But they were gently raised by the arm 
and led outside in the dark. 
“The soldiers rushed in and threw 
bundles of wood under the staircases, 
poured petrol over them and lit them. 
In an Instant the house was ablaze. 
A woman tried to push in to save some 
souvenir—a photograph, ¡1 cradle, any­ 
thing but was ordered back by the 
soldiers 
Helped Burn Own Home. 
“A man who had just been led out 
of a house and who had been watch­ 
ing with a stui»id look the progress of 
the tire, rushed away from his wife 
and children as if mad. 
lie grasped 
a mass of saturated cotton and helped 
the soldiers with their work. The ex­ 
ample had been given and in a moment 
the other i»easants followed. 
“The fire had to be set to the church 
where only two hours ago peasants 
whispered their prayers in solitude. 
Wood and cotton were heaped up as 
far as the altar and in the tower as 
high as possible. A little later all that 
remained was the square tower, a 
high burning torch, which soon listed 
over and came down in a clood of 
smoke and tlames. 
One hundred and 
thirty houses were destroyed In this 
way and then »11 trees In the neighbor­ 
hood were cut.”
